The Chinese Communists have no contact with North Korean civilians, North 
Korean government agencies provision the Chinese Comunists and in Wonsan 
there is Ro indication that Chinese Communist troops are in Korea. There 
were many rumors that the Chinese Communists had left and none were seen 
jn the Wonsan area, but one division (see above) was reported earliero 


The Chinese Communists and North Koreans expect a large UN amphibious 
landing at Wonsan. most. North Korean civilians are friendly to the UN and 


await the landing eagerly. 
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
